The total number of registered deaths occurring 
within the Urban District was 124, exclusive of seven 
inward transferable deaths, i.e. deaths of residents 
which occurred whilst away either in hospital or elsewhere, 
making a total of 131. This figure includes 70 outward 
transferable deaths, i.e. deaths of persons who died in 
Newholme Hospital — 48, and Bakewell Cottage Hospital - 21, 
or in Bakewell - 1, who normally lived outside the town. 
Of these, 35 deaths were considered by the Registrar 
General to be those of persons normally resident in the 
Part III Residential Accommodation of Newholme Hospital, 

hus showing what a large proportion of the old people 
are admitted to hospitel and died during the year, making 
the death-rate abnormally high. This is partly adjusted 
by the Comparability Factor. 
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The Birth Rate is higher than last year, but is 
lower than that of England and Wales. 

The corrected Death Rate is higher than last year, 
but is nevertheless lower than that of the country as a 
whole ry 


seven Bakewell residents died in the Cottage 
Hospital. Nine died in Newholme Hospital, and seven 
Bakewell residents died in hospitals outside Bakewell. 
The average age at death of Bakewell residents was 
Mabes. : 67.06. Pemales 3: 17.5. 


No deaths occurred from the Zymotic diseases.

MASS RADIOGRAPHY. 


After five years, the Unit from Nottingham agein 
visited Bakewell during 2nd. — 8th. Mey, 1961. Dr. Guthrie's 
report follows : 


"On this occasion. 1,294 examinees were X-rayed, 
as compared with 1,561 in 1956, However, more of the 
generel public were X-rayed on this occasion than last time, 
and the lower total number X-rayed is due to the fact that 
less school children were X-rayed. In 1956 more school 
ehildren were X-rayed, es at that time children under 
15 years of age were eties X-rayed, whereas on this occesion 
only school children of 15 years of age and over participated. 
In effect, therefore, the response generally was just cs 
good as aent tine. It is interesting to note thet over 
60% of the general public X-rayed were X-rayed previously. 
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MASS RADIOGRAPHY (Contd) 


One case of active Pulmonary Tuberculosis was 
discovered. In 1953 and 1956, there were no active cases. 
The incidence of this form of tuberculosis was about .1%, 
which is an average finding for a survey of this type. 

There was also one observation case of Pulmonary Tuberculosis. 
Two cases lebelled ‘Observation (Non-fb)" were discovered, 

one suggested the possibility of Silicosis and the other 

is probably a healed pulmonary lesion. All the above 

cases have been referred to the Chest Physician for further 
investigation, or treatment, as may be found necessary. 


One man did not return for large film, as requested. 
His miniature film suggested the possibility of Silicosis 
and a special letter was written to hin, but so far I have 
had no reply from him". 


VACCINATION AND IITUNISATIONU. 


The prevalence of smallpox in this country acted as 
Seepur co yYoccination, which is often allowed to lapse, 
Darusacularly in the case of infants. All babies should be 
vaccinated within the first yeer of life. 


Immunisation against Diphtheria and Whooping Cough 
and now Tetanus should still have the prior clain, Three 
doses only are needed. There were 43 primary immnunisations 
and 21 booster injections during the year 1961. 


A fourth dose of Poliomyelitis Vaccine has now been 
Sanctioned by the iiinister of Health - Circular 15/61, 
Gated April 12th. 1961 — to certain younger children, i.e. 
when they enter school (normally at 5 years) and also to 
children already at school between 5 and 12 years.

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THE WELFARE AND HOUSING OF THs BLDERLY. 

This is one of the burning questions of the day. The 
various services which now undertake the care of old people 
receive greater publicity and importance as the increasing 
number of the population living to a greater age than formerly 
makes demands upon them. To mention a few of them :- 


The Home Help Service - of the Locel Health Authority is doing 
really good work in many 2 home where their services arc 
required for those elderly people often living alone, who 
cannot either see or clean or look after their own premises, 
or who are unable to prepare themselves a proper meal or do 
their own shopping. In such circumstances, the Home Help is 
the means whereby the elderly may be kept in their own homes 
instead of going into what is termed a County Welfare Hone, 

as provided under the National Assistance Act (Part III), 

many of which are of more than one storey with no lifts. 


Laundry Service for Old Feople - this service is still 
restricted, but Il feel sure that there is great need of it. 
Sheets and blankets etc. are often too much to expect pensioners 
to deal with; yet the hygiene of the skin demands it. 


Unfortunately, incontinence is one of the sequele of old age. 


Meals on Wheels — This service, which is so often provided by 
voluntary organisations such as the WavVede, tO whom all praise 
is due, can now be provided by the Local Authority under the 
hew emendments to the National Assistance Act. 


Health Visitors and District Nurses - the role of the Health 
Visitors and District Nurses takes on increasins inportance 
with regard to the elderly. By their skilled and kindly advice 
and care, admission to hospital can be deleyed and sonetimes 
prevented. Any Welfare Service which can achieve this end is 
doing a national service by saving the demand on the geriatric 
beds, for which there is always a waiting list, particularly 
for femele beds. 


The Housing of the Elderly —- This has now become a national 
problem. The various types and designs which each Local 
Authority or private devcloper provides in the form of bungalows 
ehows that this is the method which is most popular today. 


Whether there should be French Windows in the livingroom 
or a back door in the kitchen, or whether the bedroom should 
be partitioned off the sittingroom or be a separate room on 
its own should not only be a question of architectural design, 
but should have real relationship to the living needs of old 
people, who are often feeble and very limited in their powers 
of locomotion and muscular strength. 


To have all the rooms and services on one floor is 
essential. As land becomes more difficult to obtain, the 
provision of flats with lifts and central heating is a method 
of building which should be employed. By the use of lifts, is 
it not possible to provide an economically practical scheme 
with an able-bodied Warden with his wife as laundress? In such 
a scheme, the Local Planning Authority should not insist on 
stone, but should allow brick or other less expensive material 
to achieve the desired result. It is only by such removal 
of restriction that costs and rents may be lowered. Nothing 
in the way of restrictions should stand in the way of the 
national drive to house the elderly. 


CHIROPODY SERVICE. 


A Clinic has not yet been opened in Bakewell. The 
nearest is at the County Council Clinic, Causeway Lane, Matlock, 
erLaere — 9,30 Ast. to 12.30 pwn. 
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No cases of food poisoning were reported during the 
year. 


Food Hygiene. 

I am pleased to report that toilet facilities and 
wash-basins have been provided for the use of the food 
handlers in connection with the l'arket Stalls. These 
facilities, I understand, are much appreciated by the stall-~ 
holders. 


Ventilated food cupboards in the kitchen, often badly 
ventilated and inadequately lighted, appear to be the refuge 
of the architect instead of the more roomy cool larder with 
a window of the past generation. Authority has, however, 
stopped in at last with Section 31 and 32 of the Public 
Health Act, 1961, which is an improvement. 


Food Hygiene Codes of Practice No.5 — Poultry Dressing 
and Packing, llinistry of Health Circular 22/61, dated the 
12th. September, 1961, was distributed. 


MILK. 


On August 10th, 1961, this aren became a specified 
area. Consequently all milk sold had to be produced from 
attested herds, the milk being designated as follows :- 


a) Tuberculin Tested. 
b) Pasturised. 
ec) Sterilised. 
It is hoped that all forms of bovine tuberculosis in 
human beings in this country will be eradicated as a result 


of all the areas becoming scheduled. It is to be noted that 
this is one of the last areas to be specified. 


SLAUGHTURHOUSES ACT, 1958. 

Work has been proceeding to bring these buildings up 
to the required standard. It has been noticeable that no 
cases of Tuberculosis were found in the carcases cxanined 
in 1961.

HOUSING. 


New houses erected during the year :- 
(a) By Public Authority - Nil. 
(bo) By Private Enterprise — 29. 


Private Enterprise has becn especially noticcable 
this year, many houses $3 erected being of the bungalow 
type. Designs vary considerably. 


The number of Improvement Grants has increased to 
See 


Rock Terrace. 


4. conference was held with the owners ond occupiers 
of all the houses in Rock Terrace, as a result of which it 
was agreed thet lavatories and bathrooms would be provided. 
When these improvements are completed, the most unsatisfactory 
sanitary block in front of these houses can be pulled down, 
end so produce a long overdue inproveient. 


Bungalows for Old People. 


The Council decided that one bedroomed bungalows 
were the type most suitable to be built for the accommodation 
of old people. 


The question of building materials in the provision 
of bungalows for old people is mentioned elsewhere in my 
report. 


The Fallinge supply has bcen adequate both in 
quantity and quality during the year. 


The Council has wisely safeguarded the town's 
further needs by increasing its entitlement from the Derwent 
Valley Water Board from 75,000 to 125,000 gallons per day. 


The estimated cost of covering the High Level 
Reservoir was £5,000. The Council have agreed in principle 
to cover this Reservoir. The Low Level Reservoir, which 
should be much less costly, should also be covered as soon 
2s possible. 


Water Analysis. 
Ten samples were taken during the year. All were 
satisfactory. 


The Chlorination Plant was temporarily out of order 
for a period. The plumbo-solvent action of the water is 
reduced by a degree of filtration. 


The Council decided to oppose the inclusion of the 
Bakewell Urben District area in the North Derbyshire Water 
Board. The Council employed Counsel. An Enquiry was held 
at Matlock in July, 1961, as « result of which the llinister 
decided to include Bakewell Urban District within the Order. 
Your Council decided to object to the Draft Order. The 
natter is proceeding,

supply.
